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Petition of Bierht. 

To Tiiic EmTOii. — The Petition of 
Ri^'ht question is .so vital to tlio intcr- 
(ist.s of L'vory resident in tlio province 
that I avail myself of your kind jjcr- 
inissibii to elucidate, farther, the real 
points in the case. It will not bo ne- 
ce.sHai-y to select more tiian a few au- 
thorities to yuido us from the many 
which probably might bo found if ac- 
cess couk! bo obtained to the various 
books bearing on tho .subject. 

Quoting, first, from writera on this 
subject — it is asked by Bluchilone, 
Commentaries, Vol. 1. page 237, ".Vrn, 
then, the subjects of 15n.r;laiul totally 
destitute of remedy in case the Crown 
should invade their riglit.s ? * * * 
If any person has in point of property 
a just demand * * * ho must 
})etitioii, and tho chancellor will ad- 
iiiini.ster right us a matter of grace, 
tiioui,'h not upon compulsion." 

Allen, in his well known work on 
the "lioyal Prerogative," pane 9 k 
states, — "if any one ha.<5 a demand 
upon him" (the King) "in point of 
property, the ])lainiiff ha.s only to pe- 
tition him for redress in the Courts of 
Chancery or E.xchequer, and in having 
tho Attorney General's jUit which 
ought to be given of cour.se, ho will 
have justice administered to him with 
as much certainty and disjiatch as if 
he had brought an action against a sub- 
ject ***** The favour ho 
receives is one tlint cannot be withhold 
from him ; it is to all essential pur- 
poses a right, itud the niodc nfoblainiiKj 
it can he consiilvred tis iic/hiiu/ lunrc 
than UK uiunt'ani)i<i compliment Ui the 
legal Jictioa it disreyards and eludes.'' 

See, also, on the same point,"/j'/v»o/)i',s' 
Legal Maxims," wherein, at page ."iS, 
the following extract from a judgment 
by Lord Lumjdale, Master of the Rolls, 
is quoted : 

"I am far from thinking that it is 
competent to the King, or rather to his 
rosponsiblo advisers, to refuse capri- 
ciously to put into due course of inves- 
tigation any proporquostion raised upon 
a Petition of Right. 'J'ho form of the 
api)lication being, a.s it is .said, to the 
grace and favor of the Kiii^', allbrd.s no 
foundation for any such suggestion." 

Emphatic, also, is the following ex- 
tract from a judgment by Lord Chief 
Jiijilice Jervis (Eastern .\rchipehigo 
Company rs. the Queen, — Vel. '1. VAWa 
and Blackburne's Kejiorts): 

"In the somewhat analogous case of 
a Petition of Right, it has of late years 
been the practice at the Home Office, 
under great authority, to endorse 'let 
right be done' as a matter of conr.-i'.', 
without even nferriilff the case to the 
Attornei/ General. 

Passing to Canada, it is found that 
the Minister ofJu,s/iee, tho Ifon. iMr. 
Laflararae, stated (sec Debates, House 
of Commons, 1st April, 1S78,) that the 
"rule followed by the Department of 
Justice is exactly the .same as that fol- 
lowed in England. No Petition of 
Right, well substantiated, has ever 
been refused a jial." 

Sir John A. .MacdonuKl said (see 
Debates, House of Cominon.s, 1st April, 
1878,) "A late governor general of 
Canada told mo that, when governor of 
New South Wales, he had received a 
dih-patch from the fioloninl ofticf! in 
which it was stated that tho F.nglish 
government could not imagine a case 
where a Jiut would be refused, if any- 
thing like a proper claim y.'as set forth 
in the petition." 

The ILoii. Edieard Blake said (see 
Debates, House of Commons, 7th 
March, 187G,) "It is only when a case 
is plainly frivolous and vexatious * * 
that the law officers of the Crown 
ought to take the responsibihty of re 
fusing the fiot." 

These weighty, concurrent opinions, 
which I res[)ectfully submit for oonsi 
deration, must be held to be conclusive 
as regards the right of the subject — 
the right of every person in this ])ro- 
vince — to have justice adtninistereil to 
him in a suit against the Crown, as if 
ic were a suit against a fellow-subject. 

In the United States, T believe, no 
preliminary inquiry, formal or other- 
wise, is necessary ; any party can file a 
petition ogainst the government of that 
country. 

With reference to the position tuken 
up by His Honor the Lieut.-Governor 
it was described by that officer in his 
letter of the 10th Nov., iSSO, to Me.ssr.s. 
Drake tt Jackson, published in your 
journal of the 27th Feb., 1S81, as fol- 
lows ; — 

"The attorney-general of the pro 
vince has in eilcct advised that, con- 
sistent with the principles of resjionsi 
ble government, the jint should only bn 
granted or refused upon recommenda- 
tion of inini.ster.s, who are responsible 
to Ili-s Ui'/iior luid to tho legislature 
for the advice, and that, acting on that 
adrice, His Hoiior cannot take upon 



himself tho responsibility of granting 
or refusing h'mjiat." 

It was manifested to me, on the pub- 
lication of this letter, thirt tho attor- 
ney general and tho lieut. governor wero 
under a misconception. As a rule, no 
doubt, the liout {{overnor does, and 
must, act through the agency and on the 
advico of ministers who must bo re- 
sponsible for such action. But there are 
cases not falling within this limitation, 
aiul the issuance of a. fiat, on a petition 
of right, is precisely one of these cases. 
It is not a question for tho "govern- 
ment" (tho "lieut. governor in council") 
at all. I will substitute for any argu- 
ments of mine on this point the recent- 
ly ex]5resscd opinion of a statesman, 
seconil to none in his knowledge of con- 
stitutional law antl his ap|)rociatiou of 
the spirit and practice of responsible 
government. I refer to tho senior 
member for this city. Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, in a debate on a motion for a 
return of all petitions of right, (see 
Debates, House of Commons, 1st April, 
1878) s.aid: 

"He did not think tho government had 
anything to do with tho matter" (of a 
petition of i'ii;ht); "it was entirely under 
the jurisdiction of tho Crown, which 
would act on tli? report of tho attornov 
general." 

The plain meaning of this is, that 
the attorney general may have relations 
to the Crown beyond those attaching to 
him as tho member of a ministry. It 
does not mean, that the Lieut. Gover- 
nor shall act, or not act, at the instance 
of tho attorney general, but that tho 
Lieut. Govurnor— not necessarily him- 
self a lawyer — will act, that is to say, 
vvill himself determine on his action 
after reading the report of the attor- 
ney general on the case. I submit that 
if Lord C. J. Jarvis was correct it is 
not incumbent oji any lieut. governor, 
who may be a lawyer, to require a re- 
port from the attorney generaj, whilst 
on the other hand, if he is not a lawyer 
and the attorney general of tin day is 
in any way, olficially or otherwise, in- 
terested in tho matter in question, tho 
lieut. governor should obtain other ad- 
vice, if ho is unwilling to act on his 
own judgniont without it. It would ap- 
pear liowevor, that )io can hardly go 
wrong in acting with reference to what 
Mr. .-Mlon stated to bo nothing more tliat 
" <(H unmeaning compUimiit to a lei/al 
fiction." 

And I find that Alox. Jlorris, tho liout. 
govurnor of Manitoba, (an Ontario and 
Quebec barrister) when commenting on 
an act passed by the legislature of his 
province, entitled, " An act to regulate 
proceeding .igainst and by tho Crown," 
in a dispatch to the Secrot.iry of Stat e 
(Sco Sonsional papers, 1877, vol. 10, No. 
!), pages 'J35-(>) said: "I would not al- 
low any matter aflecting Dominion land to 
bo litigated under it." I am led to sup- 
po.so by that st.itcment th.it ho did not 
coiisidor it noces.sary to consult either his 
oxccutivo council, attorney general, or 
any one else. 

Tho position taken up by tho attorney 
general and by the lieut. Governor in- 
volves tho monstrous proposition that ii^, 
a matter which tho "government" (that is 
tho ministers) have, according to Sir John 
\ Macdonald, nothing to do, an individu- 
al, naiiielj' tho attorney general, who if 
tho dictum of .Jervia is correct, and tho 
English practice in such cases shoukl pre- 
vail hero, m:iy or m.iy not bo consulted 
at tho option of the lieut. governor, and 
who may, as in the present caao, be do- 
partiucntaliy interested — shall have tho 
power of batiling both the Crown and tho 
petitioner! 

Sir John A. Macdonald continued: "It 
was not a matter of governmental policy, 
b\it a law of the Crown, and if it" (tho 
Crrtwn) "was aliown by its legal advisor 
that tho claim was a just olio, it" (the 
prayer) "would bo granted as a matter of 
cor.suo. " 

Unfortunately .'^ir .lolin could not thon 
have contemplated tho po.ssibility of a 
case arising wheroin tho action of tho At- 
torney General (in another capacity) 
would bo likely to bo called in question, 
and wherehe (tho Attorney General) would 
cau-Ho the assent bo withhold. 

In conclusion, I have only to add that 
tho essciiti;d principle of the {,'ovorninunt 
in England and tho Colonies is that no 
person, whoso claim is not frivolous, 
shall bo denied redress. Without this 
our vaunted constitutional and adminis- 
trative machinery would bo a farce. Cen- 
tury after century, and gcnoration after 
generation, the wisest Enijlish minds have 
been occujiied in [)erfQcting thi.s machin- 
ery to moot all cases, and especially as 
regards those between the Crown and the 
subject. Happily few unprovided cases 
are found at this day, but in such cases, 
or in any friction of the maclnnci-y that 
would bo injurious to the subject, the 
English House of Commons is appealed 
to, and practically becomes the great 
court of appeal, directing suitable action 
to be taken. This is tho particular fact 
which I wish now to bring strongly be- 
f(jro our House of Assembly. Tho House 
is to us here'what tho House of Com- 
mons is in England. It is not often that 
the House of Uomnions has to interfere in 
England. The Hon. Mr. Cameron, Q.C. , 
said in tho Canadian House of Commons 
(Debates, 7th March, 1870,) that "there 
had, during the last throe quarters of a 
century, been only threo cases made the 
.-lubjcct of discussion in the (English) 
parliament which had not been allowed to 
go before tho [judges, and in ono of 
these — the celebrated caso of Baron 
Yokes — it was decided that the petition 
.should be granted." I now ask, sir, is it 
not the duty of tho House of Assembly to 
secure to their constituents tho rights 
which their fellow-Bubjocta enjoy else- 
where! 

The opinion advanced by Messrs. 
Drake & Jackson in their published reply 
to His Honor was undoubtedly very 
clear and decidedly expressed, and I 
must say that I think thoy are borne out 
by tho authorities given above, notwith- 
.itandini^ tho judgniont of Lord Langdale, 
which, it appears.to me, should be taken 
as an authority for the granting or refus- 



ing of tho fiat and not as to tho person or 
persons by wliom tho assent or refusal 
should bo made. I, however, do not pro- 
tond to bo a constitutional lawyer, but 
only your Watcu Doo.

THE DRY DOCK. 

The select committot; of the Houso 
appointed to exaniino the progress of 
operatiqns at the dock site have report- 
ed that the work of excavation is pro- 
ceeding in a satisfQctory manner and 
reconuneni.1, ns tlio granite lately dia- 
covored at Jcrvis Inlet is of a very 
superior quality and equal to any to be 
obtained in any other part of the world, 
that it be substituted for sandstone and 
brick in the ponstruction, provided 
"reasonable arrangements can bo made 
with the contractors which will keep the 
expenditure upon the dock within the 
limits of tho grants agreiid to be given 
in aid thereof by the Imperial and 
Dominion governments." A stranger 
examining the poor character of jiro- 
vincial sandstone nnd comparing it with 
the splendid blocks of granite lately 
brought from Jervis Inlet, would be 
at loss to understand why tho former 
was preferred to the latter in the plans 
and spocilications. The answer is 
ready. Tho existence of the Jervis In- 
let granite was not known at the time 
the plans and specifications for tho 
dock were prepared. Tlio granite beds 
are a coinpanuively rocont discovery, 
while the sandstone deposits are 
amongst the tirst objects that attract 
attention. They crop out on every 
gulf island and intrude themselves 
upon notice everywhere. Cheap things 
are usually moat conspicuous and 
plentiful, in nature aa in art. Tho re- 
cent; deniolition of the Victoria post- 
offico front, which after an exposuroof 
only four years, was rapidly resolving 
back into its primitive condition of beaob- 
sand, has conveyed a lesson which 
ought not to be thro^\•n away upon the 
government in their operations at 
Esquirnalt. So long as it was believed 
that there was no good granite in the 
country the use of sandstone became an 
expensive necessity. The dock if built 
of it would require to be patched and 
renewed almost yearly; and in tho re- 
sult, iuatead of being a source of profit 
to the province, would prove a con-. 
Btant source of e.'cpen.se to it. If con 
Btructed of sandstone tho dock might 
not last iifty years. If built of granite 
it would be as lasting as the Pyramids. 
The government should not hesitate a 
moment in adopting the recommenda- 
tion of the commiLlee. If they want a 
Kubstautinl and lasting dock they will 
find the material for it in the Jervis 
Inlet granite quarry. If they require 
a structure that will dissolve like gin- 
gerbread before the combined action of 
air and water, they will proceed with 
the work in accordance with existing 
plans and specihcationu. 

THU ISLAND MA IL WA Y. 

The reply of the jircmier on Monday 
to the question of Dr." Asii regarding 
the Island Railway will not disap|)oint 
those who had been prepared for the 
worst by the publication of our lat- 
est exclusive Ottawa dispatch na 
Friday last. The government are pos 
itively without any information be- 
vond that contained in the telegram 
to this journal. They are absolutely 
without answer to their urgent dis 
patches, and are in no better position 
to face the crisis than they were before 
the House assembled. or,for tho matter 
of that, since tho period when, with loud 
tooting of their own horns, they ac- 
ceded to office. What niujlit have been 
accomplished had the government dur- 
ing tho recess put forth an effort, it 
would be idle now tospeculate. All hope 
of reaching a satisfactory solution 
of the matter during this session may 
as well be abandoned. Tho govern- 
ment should niGL't the House and 
country frankly and, bringing down a 
the papers on the subject, throw itself 
upon their merciful consideration. Is 
it possible the premier is not aware 
that the matter cannot be settled this 
session 1 that he does not know the 
position of afliiirs as well, or better, 
than a newspaper which is not in his 
confidence and does not seek to be ? 
Can it be that the Special Agent at 
Ottawa (whose heart and soul we be 
lievu to be enlisted in this righteous 
cause, which is more than can bo said 
for the local ministry,) has not commu 
nicateil t!in result of his efl'orts to James 
Bay 1 The government had better 
make up its miiul to meet the crisis 
bravely and to tell nil it knows about 
the Island Railway. They are trilling 
now with the good-natured forbearance 
of tho House which in a few day.i will 
be prorogued without iiiiviug advanced 
the only important question of the ses- 
sion a single step, 

THE PREROGATIYE OF MEM- 
BERS. 

Mr. Speaker has not yet given his de- 
cision on the point raised as to the right 
of a private member to introduce a bill 
to amend an existing act. He took the 
matter into consideration on Thursday 
last, was to have given his decision on 
Monday and again on Tuesday, but has 
not yet done so. In the meantime we 
observe that the bill is slipping lower 
and lower in the orders, and it is now 
more than doubtful if it can be brought 
up at all during tho present session. 
We shall not go so far as to sav that 
Mr. Sp^'aker has entered into conspir- 
acy with the government to defeat the 
bill by a resort to unworthy tactics that 
would disgrace the keeper of a five-cent 
pothouse. Such conduct would be en- 
tirely* (ibeueath ..Mr., ; Speaker,; but it' 
must be patent— ^everi to 'Mr.* Speaker's 
obtuse mind — that the inevitable effuct 
of the course that is being pursued will 
be to prevent the bill to assert the rights 
of private members coming before the 
House at all this , session. The ob- 
jections raifipd by therAttorney, General 
are both frivolousandTexafcidhk^Ko one 
know« this better than Mrii^- Speaker— . 



now that he has been shown the author- 
ities. Therefore, if the government 
can delay the measure they will be 
spared tho mortification of seeing the 
House reassert those rights which, it is 
tho constant aim' of the present govern- 
ment to monopolize. This last attempt 
would seem to be too much for somo of 
the most servile followers of the MiTi- 
istry to stomach, and hence wo find tho 
second reading of tho bill delayed from 
day to day, ostensibly to await ^Mr. 
Speaker's decision, but really to prevent 
the bill troubling llio jNIinistry again 
during the pvosent se.ssion.

Mr. Sniitlio pre.sonted :i report from 
the Private Bills Coimnitteo rocommend- 
iiig o.xtensiou of time for receiving pri- 
viuo bills from the 7th to 10th inst. 

Also, respecting an Act rospooting Vic- 
toria water works. 

.Mr. E. IJrown presented the report of 
the committee on the Municipalities Con- 
solidation Act; also, a second report on 
Suinaa and Matsqui dyking acheme. 

TAXES. 

Mr. Ferguson moved that a select 
committee bo appointed to uiujiiiro into 
and report iipoh the present mode of col- 
lecting taxes; said cominittoe to lu'vo 
power to call fur i)er.soii.s and paper.s and 
to rucoinninnd sucli improvoiuont as the 
resiilt q£. their investigation may suggest; 
committee to consist of Messrs Wilson, 
W, 31. Brown, Smitlic, Bennett and the 
mover. 

Mr. Wilson seconded. 

Mr. Ferguson said ho did not approve 
of the present mode of ta.xation although 
this resolution did not comprehend an in- 
terference with tlie system. Reports from 
various districts (hia own in particular) 
woro met by the govornriient with the re- 
jily that there were no fimil.s ; but when it 
was .seen that one half nf the taxes were 
tint collected there was occa^sion furtLl.-inn. 
In Victoria city the school tax yielded on- 
ly S-1200, wlicn it ought to yield -SIO,- 
000. There must bo some reason for 
this other than the poverty of the people. 
In iiiany ca.ses he believed the proper 
time of the year was nnt selected fnr c^.l- 
lectiiig taxes. In the fanning and mining 
districts the fall of the year .should bo se- 
lected for culluclioii iiml ilic gnveniment 
shtnild adapt itself to the jieoplo and not 
require the people to adapt themselves to 
the government. Victoria citj-, for in- 
stance, shiiukl be divided into wartl.s and 
collectors appointetl to go through the 
wards and collect. He cited an instance 
wherein a Chinaman came to the treasury 
and paid for three htinds, while ho had 
live hands at work. It w.ts a serious thing 
for the province to reflect that one-half 
the people escaped taxation. The woolen 
mill subsidy, every imo believed, ought 
to be granted, but wheru wtis the money 
to come from I Even the liiianeo minis- 
ter, who had a de.ith-grip on the public 
purse, could not say where the money was 
to come from. At New NVostniinster it 
^would take $10,000 to remorc the atigtna 
of inhumanity towards lunatics. The 
asylum instead of beiiit; a lioiiie was a 
dungeon (hear, hear). The ptitients were 
huddled together more like sheep tiian 
hke human beings and yet ik) one had 
troubled himself as to w here ihc money 
was to come from to remedy the evil. All 
thu revenue collected did was to p;iy tho 
oflicers and public improveinents were al- 
lowed to go by default. LIo called on tho 
House to pass this resolution. It might 
influence the government to bestir thom- 
aelves. (Hear, hoar.) 

Hon. Mr. AValkom said tho Houso had 
spent S'1(!,000 on tho lunatic ;isyluiii and 
tho members had shown as much liuiuan- 
ity as the member for Cariboo was capable 
of showing. Ko doubt many Chinamen, 
and white men, too, escaped their taxes, 
and he did not know how tho former 
class could be reached. The collector for 
Victoria was an excellent one and always 
discharged hi.s duty faithfully, and he al- 
ways experienced great dilliculty in col- 
lecting from Chinese. Ho was willing to 
admit that the system was imperfect, and 
with tho lion, gentleman's permission 
would move to refer tho matter to the 
public accounts committee. 

Dr. Ash said as yet the public accounts 
committee had not made a report. Ho 
had never known before tho seventh 
week of a session to p.iss without a re- 
port being made. 

Mr. Smitlie said that the resolution if 
referred to the P. A. committoe w.mld be 
simply shelving it. A mistake had liecii 
made at tho commencement nf tho session 
"by appointing members of the in-ivato 
bills fioinmitlee on the P. A. committee. 

Mr. Wilson said the private bills com- 
mittee had not got through their work. A 
" very important m.atter had come before 
it to-day. It had boon charged that the 
oflicial map of the'city had been surrepti- 
tiously altered and tho committee would 
have to enquire into tho matter. 

Thd resolution as amended was passed. 

SUPPLY. 

House wont into committee on the sup- 
ply resolution, Mr. Cialbraith in the 
chair. 

Hon. Mr. Bcaven moved, seconded by 
hon.

Bouse iNiablvb itself into a committee to 
consider tho ways aud means. 

Mr. Smitho said the finance minister 
had inado n grave mistake. The com- 
mittee that had just reported was not 
one of supply, but a committee of the 
whole. He raised the point every session, 
but without avail. 

Hon. Mr. Bearen contended that his 
course was the coiTect one; — that he had 
made a motion to go into committee of 
the whole. 

lAlr. Smitho said ho was glad that tho 
hon. gentleman had at last seen his error. 

HOO lilLX. 

House went into committee oil this bill. 

Mr, Vernon moved tho following a.s a 
substitute for section 4 : When any dog 
has worried, maimed or killed any ahcep 
or lamb, and the owner of such sheop or 
lamb, or any per.son on his behalf, estab- 
lishes to the satisfaction of a Justice of 
the Peace, by evidence on oulh, that he 
has been unable to ascertain who is the 
owner or possessor of such (log, although 
duo diligence has been used for the pur- 
pose, such Justice of the Peace may order 
tho tlog complained of to be killed." Car- 
ried. 

Mr. Bennett moved tho following 
additional clause : — • 

"Provided that the ponaltios imposed 
under this Act shall not bo incurred 
whore sheep are trespassing on private 
property, or on an Indian Reserve." 

Mr. Williams thought tho ainondmont 
just introduced a good one. 

Mr. Gtdlaglier would tilso supptu't it. 

Mr. Helgeson moved to strike out (ho 
words " or on an Indian Reaorve. " 

Hon. Mr. Walkem could not support 
tho aracndniont of Mr. Helgeson. 

Mr. Wilson had found out that tho 
Dominion laws with referonco to Indian 
reserves were very stringent, and idtliough 
tho member for Esipiimalt might not caro 
much about them, yet the Dominion gov- 
ernment cared a groat deal. Ii; was not 
fair for the hon. member to want to ru n 
his sheep on Indian reserves as ho had a 
fine farm of his own under ftsnco. Ho 
Could iKit support such an amendment. 

jNIr. Beiiiiett replied that it would not 
be right to make one law for tho Indians 
and another for the white.?. The Indians 
thought much of their grass, especially on 
tho Sbkinlaud. 

Amendment lost. 

Mr. Bennett's additional clause car- 
ried. 

Mr. Drummoiul moved an ainouduiont 
that this Act shall not apply to shepherd 
dogs, puppies under 12 months old, lap 
dogs and ladies' dogs. 

The chairman had doubts about tho 
amendment being in order and laid it 
aside. 

Hen. Mr. SV:'.lke!ii said it wa.'j si bur- 
lesque on the bill. 

Mr. Wilson insisted that it was in or- 
der. 

Mr. Drumniond defended his amend- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon also advocated tho 
amendment. 

Mr. Drummoiul was not a dogologist, 
but he know something about dugs. (Call- 
ed to order.) (Laughter.) 

Mr. Wilson again rose to speak, but 
was called to ordor amid much laughter. 

Mr. Ash considered that tho amend- 
ment ought to be put. Such a thing was 
unheard of. It was properly moved and 
seconded and should be put to the Houso. 

Elon. Mr. Walkem thought that as hon. 
members had had their joke they should 
let the matter drop. 

Mr. Wilson attempted to speak again, 
but was called to order. 

Mr. Vernon asked tho chairman if ho 
should move a resolution for tho hon. 
member for Victoria, Mr. .Wilson, to 
stand on his head for 24 hours would he 
put it ? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Wilson thought tho hon. member 
for Yule was standing on his head when 
ho framed the bill. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem thought there was 
something in the amendment, although it 
was a burlesque. It was for the framer 
of tho bill to say whether or not colloy or 
shepherd dogs should be exeniptod. 

Mr. Druniiiuind again advocated very 
.•strongly tho claims of puppies, [xiodlos 
and lap dogs. He knew one dog tliat was 
worth any four men (uproarious laughter.) 
It was not rigiit for such a dog to be 
killed. Ho coiitoiuled tiiat the bill was 
all upsido down and ought to bo ro- mod- 
deled. 

Called to order by the chairman amid 
much laugliter. 

Tlio speaker, however, kept tins floor, 
and finally said he woukl insist on its be- 
ing put. 

Mr. Saul suggested that all the words 
after twelve months old should bo struck 
out. 

Mr. Wilson thought that instead of 
striking out any of tlie words, another 
class of dogs ought to bo inserted, namely, 
blind men's dogs. (Laughter.) 

j\Ir. Ash would siip])ori the aiiiondinent 
with roference lo ilipnhord's ilog.s. 

Mr. Drunimond's amondiiieiit was then 
put and lost. 

A further discussion occurred as to the 
admissability of other aaiendmonts. 

Mr. Vernon said that the senior member 
for Victoria had encouraged burlesque so 
much that ho did not know what w.as go- 
ing on. 

Mr. Williams offered another amend- 
ment. 

The chairman thought the mover of 
this ameiidiiiont a tit subject for tho lun- 
atic asylum. (Cries of "read, read," and 
laughter, j It was then ro-id as follows: — 

That any dog caught killing sheep if 
found to be sult'ering from hydrophobia 
shall not not bo deemed responsible for 
his actions, bnt shall be taken to the Now 
Westminster lunatic asylum for safe keep- 
ing. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thougiit tho fram- 
er of tho bill should have watched his op- 
portunity and moved that tho committee 
rise and put an end to all such burlesque. 

Mr. Vernon resented the remarks of 
tho hon. provincial secretary, and said 
that tho bill had been carefully framed 
from similar ones of Now Brunswick and 
( liitario. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon replied ridiculinc 
the bill before thu House as but ono or- 
iginal clause was standing in it. 

Mr.Williams withdrew his amendmont. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved to add as sec- 
tion 7 — "This Act shall not apply to any 
animals on crown lands or on lands own- 
ed by tho Dominion Government, or on 
lands the leasehold or fruehold of which 
is hold by private persons or corporations 
unenclosed by a lawful fence as defined 
in tho portion of section 2 of tho 'Fence 
Ordinance, 18G9,' beginning with tho 
section down to the word 'provided' in 
tho ninth line thereof." 

The hon. member spoke at some length 
in favor of his amendment. 

Mr. Vernon said that tho adoption of 
such a clause would make the bill so much 
waste paper. Yot the hon. the finance 
minister had asserted that ho wished to 
assist in passing the bill. 

Mr. Williams would support it. 
Hon. Jlr. Beaven's amendment was 
lost on a division by two to ono. 

Hon. Mr. Boavcn roao to speak amid 
cries of "question," "order, order," "no- 
thing before tho Houso," &o. 



A few clerical errors were then correct- 
ed, tho preamble read an-1 tho. bill report- 
ed complete with amendments. 

Mr. Ferguson moved that Bdl No. 15, 
Quesnello lliver Privileges Bill, bo called 
up and referred back to Private Bills 
Committee. Carried. 

DRAIXAOE AND IKRIOATION BIIX. 

Mr. McGillivary moved the second read- 
ing of Drainage and Irrigation Bill. The 
Bill was short and would commend itself 
to the good sense of the House. It was 
unnecessary for him to occupy tho time in 
explaining tho bill. 

It was then committed, Mr. Gallagher 
in the chair. 

A few clauses of the bill were slightly 
i^mended and tho whole passed. It was 
then ruported comnloto with amendments. 

PlUVlLEQi;. 

Mr. Smitho roso to a question of priv- 
ilege and said that with referonco to tho 
point of ordor ho had raised on the ques- 
tion of going into conimitteo_ of supply 
dthough on roference to tho journals ho 
had appeared to have boon wrong and had 
as was bound to do acknowledged it, ho 
had nevertheless consulted the lilos of the 
daily [lapeis of oven date with the jourii- 
al» and ho found both 37if Cohnist and 
.*>'<aji(/n)rf contained reports of the proceed- 
ings that exactly accorded with his memo- 
ry of what had really been done. He 
read the reports in question and stated 
ho did so to show that ho had not frivol- 
ously raised tho point of ordor. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven believed that tho re- 
porters on both thu daily papers would 
report the proceedings as accurately as 
possible, but ho was not rosponsiblo for 
the reports in cither of the papers referr- 
ed to. Ho was responsible only for his 
own resolutions as they wouhl appear on 
the votes ami pioccodiiigs of tliu llou;io.

Jill. Si'K.vKKit : — Your committee ap- 
pointed to enquiro into the Matsqui dyk- 
ing matters beg to submit tho following 
further report with respect to those based 
upon a let;i!r aubmittod by Mr.^Sword of 
the 2nd inst. 

Tho committee have been informed by 
tho above letter from Mr. C. B. Sword, 
which is enclosed herewith, that Mr. 
Derby has resigned his interest to him in 
the Matsqui Dyking scheme, and that ho 
is anxious to completo the work, tho cost 
of which is estimated at SroOO. 

To aid him in this ho re(|uests that the 
present amount due In the (.iovernmenl 
for engineer's services sliould stand over 
until ho is in a position to claim a Crown 
grant, as the oMtl!\y nn the works liii ! 
hitherto been very large and has been 
mainly contributed by hmi under arrang- 
ment with Mr. Derby. Mr. Sword also 
requests that the limit of 1st Oct., 1881, 
named by your committoo in tho first 
report, should bo extended to|July, 1882, 
to provide against unforseen circum- 
stances. 

The committee recommend that this 
limit .should bo granted provided Mr. 
Sword goes on with the work at once and 
exjiond the .?7oOO (tho onginoor's esti- 
niate of the cost of completion) on or be- 
fore 1st October, 1881 ; th.at should some 
unforseen obstacle occur to prevent satis- 
factory completion by that time the Gov- 
ernment should agree not to confiscate 
tho work until July, 1882, which would 
give him time to make the necessary ar- 
rangements to complete the dyke. Your 
committee consider these requests ren- 
soiiablo and recommend their acceptance 
by tho Governnifint. 

The committee advise that tho exten- 
sion, in any event, should be expressly 
subject to a condition that it should not 
in any \v;iy [ircjudico the ])resent right of 
the Ooverniiient to take po.ssession of or 
otherwise detil with the lands in the event 
of Mr. Sword not carrying out the agree- 
ment, and tliatno interest or nssessinents 
shall be claimed from tho landowners 
until the completion of the works and ac- 
ceptance by the Chief Ci-'inmiBsioiier of 
Lands and Works.

You are, I believe, aware that the cost 
of tho work so far has been greatly in ac- 
cess of the original estimate, which was

ready boon expended on tho work, and 
according to the figures of Mr. Hunter, 
it will take about S7.'jOO to conifileto it. 

To enable me to complete the work i* is 
necc.s.savy that flic amount owing to the 
fiovernment should stand over till tho 
dyko is completed and I am able to claim 
a Crown grant of the land. 

If the estimate of Mr. Hunter is correct 
I shall have tho dyko completed by thu 
1st July. Should some unforseen ob- 
stacle, after the expenditure of tho addi- 
tional !*7500, prevent tho dvko Ijoiug 
finished by 1st Oct., 1881, it would bo 
unjust that all my property in tho dyke 
should stand in jeopardy and be liiiblo to 
coiiliscation at any moment.

Oaasiar. 

To THE Editor: — Ft is established 
by (ill writers on ]iolitic;il eeonoinj',that, 
one of the fuiulaniGiital principles of 
good governuiont i.s equality of tax- 
ation. Wlienever it happens that a 
portion of country or class of people in 
any civilized community is excep- 
tionally taxed, thi'v have a right to ask 
and expect that justice be ineted out to 
them by the hiwmakors. When justice 
has been refused the oppressed, tlie 
history of the world is replete with in- 
stances where the people ko oppressed 
havo risen against and di.sputed tho 
power of their governors to levy undue 
iin[iosts. Olio of the bravest and moat 
important of such events culminated in 
tlio building up of the great noighbor- 
iiig republic. With the.se facts before 
ihem, and seeing that the people of the 
district of Cassiar have no voico to cast 
into tho legislative balance of this 
province, tliey appeal to the govern- 
nient and nienibors of the legislative 
assonilily to tlo them justice in the 
matter of certain grievances to which 
they have been compelled to submit; in 
fact, tho government for the time be- 
ing sceins to havo only given attention 
to that district when the question of 
how much they could [lossibly make the 
people contribute to tho Provincial 
purse was under consideration. As 
the residents of that district 
have no reprosentativo to raise his 
voice in iheir ixdialf, it bccome.s tho 
duty of each individual meuibor of the 
legislature to see that they aro not 
unjustly dealt with; that duty is 
not even second to the interests of tlieir 
own particular constituents. Theso 
statements are not iiypotlietic, but aro 
established political landmarks, and 
once conceded, one can only wonder 
that the interests of the district of 
Cassiar have been .so utterly neglected. 

First, the goveriinient haveduringthe 
last six years received upwards of $50,- 
000 from tho collection of tolls for 
raorchandiso, and local produce passing 
over tiie trail leading from Telograjih 
creek on Stickcen river to Deaso lake 
a distance of some 72 miles, and tho 
whole of the cxpendituro on thu said 
trail for the same time (including its 
[lurciiase from Moore it Co.) has not 
amounted to §35,000; leaving a profit 
of at least ,$1 5,000. The rate of tolls 
collected so far has been one cent per 
pound avoirdupois on the gross weight. 
If tho ))resoiit rate is retained, I have 
no hesitation in .stating that the gov 
ernment will receive a profit of fifty per 
cent, from Cassiar trail tolls during thu 
ensuing summer. Let any gentleman 
in the legislature or out of it ask him- 
self if this tax is not an exceptional 
one, and one which ought in justice 
to bo reduced to at least one-liaif the 
present rate? We are willing to pay 
sufficient to keep tiie trail in repair and 
to defray the expense of collecting, but 
decidedly object to be singled out among 
the districts of this province to bear this 
exceptional iiiqiost. Some say (even 
niemliors of the legislature) one cent 
per pound toll is collected for merchan- 
dise passing over the Yale road, and if 
we reduce tolls on tho Cassiar trail, the 
jicople iiflccted by tiio Yale road tolls 
will at once ask for a like reduction. To 
this 1 answer, they tire not parallel 
cases, for the Yale rotul and its brriiiches 
has cost this country upwards of S2,- 
000,000, one dollar of which expen- 
diluro has never been repaid to the 
pro\ iiico, as it costs more than double 
the toll recci[jt.s to keep the main Yale 
or trunk roail in repair. Whens|)ecial 
taxes are imposed on a district they aro 
supposed to be coiiinicnsurate with some 
outlay for that district's benefit; in 
regard to Cussinr this line of comnvn- 
suration our lawgivers have entirely 
overstepped. 

Mr. Editor, imngino for a moment 
such :i toll being imposed on goods pass- 
ing over the Yale road as would return 
a net profit of fifty per cent. A hurricane 
would be at once directed against the 
heads of the govei-nment that would- 
rival in force the floods of tho moun- 
tain stroaiiis. Why, sir, the stir made 
by the "land leaguers" would be like a 
gentlf swell on a mill pond in com- 
parison to a .sloriu on the ocean. The 
fact is the people residing above Yalo 
would not stand it for a single day, but 
tho injustice reaches further. Toll 
\H not collected on local prodiLce 
passing over the ~^'li1o road, but on the 
Cas.siar trail tliore arc no exemptions. 

Second, as there is no County Court 
j'jdge in the district it ia but fair that 
commercial matters sliould be admitted 
and adjusted in the gold commissioner's 
court on tlio saints scale of fees as are 
established in tho County Courts. When 
one wishes to collect an account for 
mining sup|jlics . SI 2.50 has to be paid 
into the gold coiiunissioner's court be- 
fore a summons will be issued. This is 
too opjiressive and ought not to bo over- 
looked. 

Third, no mail wa.i styit to Cassiar 
during the past summer (or at least not 
further than Gleiiora) notwithstanding 
the fact that the ]iopulalion of that 
dictrict drop into the Douiiuion cofifers 
(in the way of duties) over !?50,000 
yearl}'. This is tho ticmo of iniusticti. 
More especially as such unimportant 
places as Mud Bay and tho North Arm 
of Eraser river, etc., are favored with 
a mail service. In this matter the want 
of a voice in pprlianiont is sorely felt, 
and wo ask tho legislature of this pro- 
vince to use their influence with the 
Dominion Government to procure us a 
monthly mail during tho summer (say 
for six months) and ono or two mails 
during the winter.
